three, be amended as follows, to- wit : By inserting after 
the words authorized and empowered,^^ in the seventh line

§ 2. Inasmuch as there are various graded common 
school districts in which the tax already voted for graded 
common school purposes is insufficient to cover the ex- 
pense of providing necessary and suitable grounds, 
fsr.'hool buildings, furniture and apparatus for graded 
school purposes, and there is no provision for again 
submitting the question to the people for increasing such 
tax rate, thereby necessitating immediate legislation to 
relieve such districts and inasmuch as the provisions of 
section four thousand four hundred and eighty- 
one aforesaid as now in effect, conflict with the 
Constitution of this State, an emergency exists and is 
herebv declared, and this act shall take effect from and 

after its passage and approval by the Governor.

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CHAPTER 5. 

AN ACT to amend section one thousand two hundred and eighty- 
four of chapter thirty-six, article four, title "Crimes and Pun- 
ishments," of the Kentucky Statutes, relating to prize fighting. 

Be it enacted by the Geiieral Assembly of the Common^ 
wealth of Kentucky: 

? 1. That all of section one thousand two hnndretl and 
eighty-four of the Kentucky SJ;atute^, chapter thiity-six, 
article four, subdivision five, title "Crimes and Punish- 
ments," beginning immediately after the word "called" in 
p. '523.' ^* ^^' ^^^ third line thereof, be and the same is hereby repealed, 
and in lieu thereof the following is hereby enacted, viz. : 
"He shall upon conviction be deemed guilty of a felony 
and confined in the penitentiary for a period of not less 
than one, nor more than five years," so that said section 
when thus amended shall read as follows: 

**S 1284. If any person shall engage in a prize fight, or 

a fight for a bet, wager or stakes, by whatever name it 

may be called, he shall, upon conviction, be deemed 

Penalty. guilty of a felouy, and confined in the penitentiary for a 

period of not less than one nor more than five years." 

§ 2. This act shall take effect upon its approval by the 
Governor and at the expiration of ninety days next after 
the final adjournment of this session of the General As- 
sembly.

CHAPTER 6. 



AN ACT to enable the commissioners of the sinking fund to sell 
and transfer the State's interest in turnpike roads. 

Whereas, The Commonwealth owns stock in turnpike 
roads in several counties; and, whereas, some of said 
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counties are desirous of instituting a system of free turn- 
pikes within their borders ; and, whereas, the State stock 
in turnpike roads constitutes a part of the sinking fund 
of the ComAionwealth, and the commissioners thereof 
have no power to sell said stock; 

Be it enacted by the Oenei'ol Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky:

shall remain as part thereof. 

§ 2. That whenever, in the judgment of the commis- 
sioneirs, a sale per mile of any of said turnpike roads will 
be for the best interest of the Commonwealth, they may 
unite with individual stockholders in any road company 
in which the State owns stock in making a sale of any 
road or part of a road by the mile : Provided, That when 
only part of a road is sold it shall include all of the road 
lying in any one county. 

§ 3. In order to enable the commissioners to act intel- directors sSau 

^ furnish state- 

ligently m fixmg the value of any turnpike road, or a part mentof couec- 
thereof, the president and directors of the road company roads^Jowf ^' 
shall, on demand of the commissioners, furnish to them 
a statement of the annual collections and expenditures 
upon the road, or part of the road, to be valued, which 
statement shall embrace the annual gate receipts and 
costs of managing and repairing the road for at least 
three years prior to the time of the demand therefor, to- 
gether with the annual dividends of the company for 
said time, and from these and any other data and evi- 
dence of value which they can obtain, the commission- 
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era shall fix the value per mile of the road, or part of 
the road, to be sold. 

§ 4. Whenever a sale of any road, or part thereof, shall 
road7Ioidf °'*^^v^ been made by the commissioners and individual 
stockholders, the commissioners shall, by an order upon 
their record book, empower the president of the road 
company to convey the same to the purchaser or pur- 
chasers thereof, and the board of directors shall, by an 
order upon their record books, empower their president 
to convey the interest of the individual stockholders, 
which he shall proceed to do by deed in the name of the 
company, under its corporate seal, and said deed shall 
convey the fee simple title to the property which he is 

authorized to convey.

CHAPTER 7. 



AN ACT to create in this Commonwealth a more speedy remedy 
for the setting aside of fraudulent conveyauces. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That hereafter in this Commonwealth it shall be 
lawful for any party who may be aggrieved thereby, 
when any real property has been fraudulently conveyed, 
transferred or mortgaged, to file, in a court having juris- 
diction of the subject matter, a petition in equity against 
the parties to such fraudulent transfer or conveyance or 
mortgagee, or their representatives or heirs, alleging 
therein the facts showing their right of action and alleg- 
ing such fraud, or the facts constituting it, and describ- 
ing such property and when done a lis pendens shall be 
created upon the property so described, and said suit 
shall progress and be determined as other suits in equity. 
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and as though it had been brought on a return of nulla 
bona, SUA has heretofore been required. 

§ 2. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are 

liereby repealed.

CHAPTER 8. 

AN ACT to repeal section one of an act approved February ninth, 
one thousand eight hundred and eighty, entitled An act to 
amend an act to maintain a graded school in Hartford," and 
acts amendatory thereto. 

Be it enacted hy the General Assembly of the Common- 
icealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That section one of an act, entitled "An act to 
amend an act to maintain a graded school in Hartford/' 
and the acts amendatory thereof^ approved February 
ninth, one thousand eight hundred and eighty, be, and 
the same is hereby, repealed. 



§ 2. That so much of section three of an act, entitled 
"^^An act in relation to the Hartford graded school, 
known as Hartford College," approved April twenty-

§ 1. That any person who shall wilfully wear the badge 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, Masonic, Odd Fel- 
lows, Knights of Pythias, Knights of Honor, Confederate 
Veterans, or other similar secret societies, or who shall 
wear the same, to obtain aid or assistance thereby, with- 
in this State, unless he shall be entitled to wear or use 
the same, under the rules and regulations governing said 
organization, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon 
conviction, shall be punished by imprisonment for a term 
not exceeding thirty days in the county jail, or a fine 
not to exceed twenty dollars, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment.

§ 3. When any such lien exists under section one of this 
act in favor of any person, he may, before a justice of 
miwi^^" *® ^the peace or a judge of the quarterly court of the county 
where the debt is created, by himself or agent or at- 
torney, make aflSdavit to the amount due him and in ar- 
rear for board, nursing, keeping, care and attention to the 
person so receiving same, and describing, as near as may 
be, the baggage or other personal property owned by, 
and brought to such house of entertainment; and, there- 
upon such ofiicer shall issue a warrant, directed to the 
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sheriff or any constable or town marshal of said county, 
authorizing him to levy upon and seize the said goods 
for the amount due, with interest and costs; but if the 
said goods have been removed from said place with the 
consent of such landlord, the lifen herein provided for 
shall not continue longer than ten days from and after 
such removal. 

§ 4. The proceedings under a warrant shall, in all re- 
spects, be the same as in cases of distress warranty and 

none of the said goods shall be exempt from seizure or 
sale. 

§ 5. Any person who shall obtain food, lodging or other 
accommodation at any hotel, inn, boarding-house, or 
house of private entertainment with intent to defraud 
ine keeper thereof, shall be fined in any sum not exceed- 
ing on hundred dollars, or imprisoned in the county jail Fine impoaed. 
not exceeding thirty days, either or both, in the discre- 
tion of the court or jury trying the case.

Out of the annual appropriation made the board 
of commissioners shall pay for all repairs to, and ex- 
penses of the institution, and the salary and wages of all 
officers and employes, but not the expenses of conveying 
persons to the institution; and they shall incur no liabil- 
ity on behalf of the State for any purpose, beyond the 
amount received from the Treasury and from pay in- 
mates. The Auditor shall estimate any unexpended bal- 
ance reported by the president and the superintendent 
of each institution as a part of its next quarterly allow- 
ance, and draw his warrant only for a sum sufficient with 
said balance to make complete the sum allowed by law 
for each quarter. 

§ 2. Owing to the fact that under the existing law the 
asylums are running on a three months' credit, which

AN ACT to authorize trustees of county seminary property and 
school property owned or held in trust by trustees, by a majority 
of their board, to dispose of same to trustees of common school 
districts, embracing same.

§ 1. That the trustees of any county seminary property, 
by a majority of their board, the county court consenting, 
are hereby authorized and empowered to sell, transfer 
and convey by deed, the title in and to said seminary 
property, or otherwise dispose of it as to them may seem 
best, to the trustees of common school districts in which 
said seminary property is embraced, on such terms and 
conditions as may be agreed upon by both parties : Pro- 
vided, When county seminary property shall be donated 
or appropriated all pupils of the county shall be per- 
mitted to attend such school at reduced tuition from 
what is ordinary, as shall be equitable, and make good 
to them their interests In said seminary property. 

§ 2. When any common school district embraces any 
school property owned or held in trust by trustees, said 
trustees are hereby authorized and empowered, by a ma- 
jority of their board, to sell, transfer and convey the title 
in and to said property to the trustees of said common 
school district at such price and on such terms as may be 
agreed upon by both parties. 

§ 3. Whereas, There are many common school districts 
in the different counties of this State, embracing county 
seminary property and school property owned or held in 
trust by trustees, the trustees of which are very anxious 
to dispose of to the trustees of common school districts, 
therefore, it is declared that an emergency exists, and 
that this act shall go into effect from and after its pass- 
age.

AN ACT to appropriate money to erect monuments at Chicka- 
mauga and Chattanooga National Parks. 

Whereas, The United States Government has pur- 
chased the ground occupied by the contending armies 
near Chattanooga, Tennessee, during the battle of Chick- 
amauga, and made a National Park of same; and, where- 
as, all the States who had troops engaged in that conflict 
have erected monuments to perpetuate their memory, 
except the State of Kentucky; now, therefore. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commofir 
wealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That ten thousand dollars be, and is here- 
by, appropriated for the purpose of erecting one monu- 
ment each to the Kentucky Infantry, Cavalry, and Artil- 
lery (Union and Confederate), engaged in said battle; and

for the further purpose of placing inexpensive markers 
on said field to denote the position of regiments and bri- 
gades. 

§ 2. For the purpose of carrying this act into effect the 
Governor of this Commonwealth is authorized to appoint 
four commissioners^ to be equally composed of Union and 
Confederate soldiers; said commissioners each to give 
bond, with good security, approved by the Governor, for 
the faithful discharge of all their duties. . The said com- 
missioners shall have the authority to contract for said 
monuments and markers, and a:fter the same have been 
placed in position, to certify the amount tkereof to the 
Governor, and, upon his approval, the price agreed to be 
paid, shall be payable at the Treasury, and the said com- 
missioners shall be allowed their expenses in and about 
the discharge of their duties, which shall be in full com- 
pensation of all their services. The said ten thousand 
dollars shall cover all expenses of commissioners and 
erection of the monuments and markers aforesaid, with 

compensation for said monuments and markers.

Whereas, When an act, entitled "An act for the gov- 
ernment of cities of the fifth class,'' which was approved 
July the. third, one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
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three, was passed, the popiilatioo of the city of Murraj, 
Calloway county, Kentucky, was less than one thonsand, 
and was, therefore, assigned to cities of the sixth class; 
whereas, under an ordinance regularly passed by the 
council of the city of Murray, Calloway county, 
on the seventeenth day of -Tanuary, one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-six, a census of the said city has been 
taken, and by said census it appears that the population 
of the city of Murray is more than one thousand, to-wit: 
One thousand five hundred and thirty, which entitles 
said city to be assigned to cities of the fifth class. The 
said section, yhen amended, will read as follows, to-wit :

CHAPTER 32. 

AN ACT to prevent fraud in canning fruit and vegetables and to 
provide a penalty therefor. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That it shall hereafter be unlawful in this State 
for any packer or dealer in preserved or canned fruits 
and vegetables, or other articles of food, to offer such 
canned articles for sale after July one, one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-six, with the exception of goods 
brought frona forieign countries or packed prior to the 
marked*.*' ^^ passage of this act, unless such articles bear a mark to in- 
dicate the grade or quality, together with the name and 
address of such firm, person, or corporation that pack the 
same or dealer who sells the same. 

§ 2. That all soaked goods, or goods put up from 
products dried before canning, shall be plainly marked by 
an adhesive label, having on its face the word "soaked,'^ 
in letters not less in size than two-line pica of solid and 
legible type; and all cans, jugs or other packages, con- 
taining maple syrup or molasses, shall be plainly marked 
by an adhesive label, having on its face the name and ad- 
dress of the person, firm or corporation who made or pre- 
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pared the same, together with the name and quality of the 
goods, in letters of the size provided in this section. 

§ 3. Any person, firm or corporation who shall falsely 

stamp or label such cans or jars containing preserved false sumpiDg 

fruit or food of any kind, or knowingly permit such false 

stamping or labeling, and any person, firm or corporation 

who shall violate any of the provisions of this act shall be 

deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and punished with a fine 

of not less than fifty dollars, in the case of the vendors, 

and in the case of manufacturers and those falsely or

cause such boys or girls to be arrested by any such peace 
officer, upon identification as aforesaid, and to carry said 
boy or girl back to the institution from which he or she 
escaped.

(1.) Upon complaint of parent or guardian, supported 
by satisfactory evidence, that by reason of incorrigible 
and vicious conduct, such boy or girl is not subject to the 
control of such parent or guardian, or that :he or she 
habitually disobeys the commands of such parent or guar- 
dian, or resorts to immoral places and practices, and re- 
fuses to attend school or to perform labor suitable to his 
or her capacity; and that by reason thereof his or her 
welfare and the protection of society demand that such 
boy or girl be placed under such guardianship as said in- 
stitutions afford. 

(2.) Upon complaint made by any peace officer or citi- 
zen, supported by satisfactory evidence, that owing to 
the above reasons, and the further reason that the parent 
or guardian of such infant is of such immoral character 
and depraved habits that he or she is incapable or unwill- 
ing to exercise the care or discipline necessary, or that, 
owing to the said moral depravity of the parents or guar- 
dian of such infajit, he has no suitable home, and is liable 
to be taught to lead a disreputable and imn^oral life, and 
is consequently a proper subject for the said commitment 
and guardianship. 

(3.) Upon conviction in any of the said courts of any 
crime, penal offense or violation of any law of this State, 
or ordinance of any city, and the punishment fixed at fif- 
teen days or more imprisonment in the penitentiary, 
county or city jail. 

(4.) When any boy or girl under the age of eighteen, as 
aforesaid, shall be arrested, charged with the commis- 
sion of a crime, a conviction of which would subje^^t him 
or her to imprisonment, the judge of any of the aforesaid 
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courts, before which he or she is brought, may, at any 
stage of the trial, by the Consent and at the request of 
the accused, or of his or her parent or guardian, arrest 
the progress of the same and commit the accused to said 
institutions. 

(5.) When the grand jury of any county are satisfied 
that there is sufficient evidence to put the accused on 
trial for a crime or misdemeanor, he or she being, as be- 
fore stated, under the age of eighteen years, it may, in- 
stead of an indictment, return to the court a report, in 
writing, recommending such infant to the guaudianship 
of the House of "Reform ; and thereupon, if the court be 
satisfied from the evidence adduced, that such commit- 
ment would be pj'oper, it may order such boy or girl to 
be committed to said institution for any length of time, 
not exceeding the minority of said child.

RESOLUTION concerning the State Normal School for colored per- 
sons, making an additional appropriation to extend the grounds 
and enlarge the buildings. 

Whereas, The annual appropriation of three thousand 
dollars for the State Normal School for Colored Persons 
is inadequate for the needs of said school ; and, whereas, 
in order to elevate the colored race in Kentucky, it is 
absolutely necessary that the young men and women 
should be educated in all branches of industry to which 
said race are adapted; and, whereas, Kentucky pays less 
than many other States, with fewer colored men and no 
greater resources, for the education of the colored race; 
wh(M*oas, in order to succeed in this great enterpi'ise, 
it is necessary to extend the grounds and enlarge the 
buildings; therefore 

Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky: 

1. That two thousand dollars, in addition to the three 
thousand dollars annually appropriated, be set apart for 
the purpose of extending the grounds and enlarging the 
buildings as the trustees of said institution may direct, 
for the year ending June thirtieth, one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-six, and one thousand dollars for the 
year ending June thirtieth, one thousand eight hundred 

^ and ninety-seven. 

2. This additional appropriation shall be paid out of 
the State Treasury on the warrant of the Auditor, drawn 
on the order of the board of trustees.

RESOLUTION providing for amendment of the Constitution of 
Kentucky. 

Be it resolved hy the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky: 

Three-fifths of all the ibembers elected to each House 
agreeing thereto, and the yeas and nays of the members 
of each House being ta^en thereon, and entered in full 
in their respective journals: 

"The General Assembly may, by general laws, provide 
for taxation by municipalities of property other than 
lands and improvements thereon, based on income, li- 
censes or franchises, which may be either in addition to 
or in lieu of ad valorem taxes thereon." 

This amendment shall be submitted to the voters of 
the State for their ratification or rejection at the time and 
in the manner provided for under section two hundred 
and fifty-six of the Constitution. ••

JOINT RESOLUTION for the benefit of Richard T. Haley. 

Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky:
